In his memorandum he said that “ Italy 
asks for the fulfilment of the Pact of 
London,” but added that, “in order to 
reach a general agreement without delay,’ 
she was willing to accept a compromise 
which involved certain concessions addi- 
tional to those contained in the “ Wilson” 
formula. _ The Allies made  couriter- 
proposals, amending those of Signor Nitti, 
but substantially changing the terms of 
the “ Wilson ” plan, They declared that 
they would ask the Jugo-Slavs to accept 
these proposals, but informed the Italian 
Government that they could go no further. 
On January 14th the revised proposals 
were handed to the Jugo-Slavs. Both Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia were informed that the 
Allied Governments could do no more. 
They considered that their plan was “a 
fair settlement of a difficult and dangerous 
question,’’ and declared that, in the event 
of its rejection, they would be driven to 
support the enforcement of the Treaty of 
London. 

Then the President entered the arena. 
On January 20th he instructed his Am- 
bassador at Paris to ascertain the views 
of the French and British Governments. 
Was it their intention in the future to 
dispose of the various questions in Europe 
and to communicate the results to the 
Government of the United States? There 
were features in the proposed Fiume settle- 
ment which both M. Clemenceau and Mr. 
Lloyd George musf realise would not be 
acceptable to the President. Two days 
later the Allies replied. They explained 
their suggesied settlement, and avowed 
that they had never intended to present 
the American Government with a fatt 
accompli. They pointed out, however, that 
the absence of an American plenipotentiary 
in Europe compelled them to act on their 
own initiative, and laid stress on the 
dangers of further delay in composing the 
Adriatic difficulty. “It is a time to speak 
with the utmost frankness,’ declared the 
President in his reply. . “The Adriatic 
issue, as it now presents itself, raises the 
fundamental question as to whether the 
American Government can on any terms 
co-operate with its European associates in 
the great work of maintaining the peace of 
the world by removing the primary <auses 
éf war.” He concluded with the statement 
that. unless the “ Wilson ” formula were 
accepted by Italy, he “must take under 
serious consideration ” the withdrawal of 
the Treaty, and leave Great Britain 
and France to do as they pleased with 
the world. Further correspondence fol- 
lowed. The Allies pointed out that 
the failure to secure an agreed settlement 
bet Italy and Jugo-Slavia must leave 
them no choice but to acknowledge the 
London Treaty. The President once more 
declared that he had spoken his last 
word on the matter, and finally the Allies 
proposed that an effort should be 
made by America, France, and Great 
Britain jointly to persuade Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia to negotiate a mutual agreement on 
the basis of a withdrawal of all previous 
proposals. 

There is much to be said for Presi- 
dent Wilson 's attitude, but the action of 
the European Allies certainly does not 
deserve his, or anybody else's, condemna- 
tion. Mr. Lloyd George and his French 
colleague went to considerable paips to 
evolve a suitable formula for the Adriatic 
problem. The threat of the President to 
withdraw the Peace Treaty altogether has 
nullified all their work. The position now 
is exactly what it was at the end of the 
war, with one important difference. Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia, who now are to be invited 
to settle their differences themselves, have 
become extremely hostile to each other. 
In the creation of this hostility the Presi- 
dent of the United States has played no 
small part. His appeal to the Italian 
people over the heads of their pleni- 
potentiaries was the root cause of most of 
the trouble. What will happen now if Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia cannot agree between 
themselves? The Allies declare that they 
will fall back upon the Treaty of London. 
President Wilson will have nothing to do 
; with a “secret” pact. How, then, is a 
deadlock to be averted? Italy holds the 
key to the situation. Her sacrifices in the 
war were immense. Her sufferings since 
the armistice have been considerable. 
Nevertheless, her great traditions demand 
that, when the future of mankind is at 
stake, the country which gave birth to 
Cavour shall not stand in the way of 
universal peace. It is useless to try to 
move President Wilson. He is adamant. 
‘France and Great Britain, with the best 
will in the world, are impotent. There- 
fore, in the interests of Europe and the 
world, the Italian nation is called upon to 
make a further sacrifice.

Colby is really “a Hearst man,” it 
is nothing short of an international 
calamity. It means not merely that Mr. 
Colby himself is an Anglophobe, but that 
Mr. Hearst has in some way ingratiated 
himself with President Wilson's familiars, 
whoever they may be. Mr. Hearst's own 
ambition to be President of the United 
States has been always an open secret. 
The thought that at last he had 
got some sort of hold in national 
politics would create far more con- 
sternation in the United States than in 
England, where Mr. Hearst’s anti-British 
activities are only imperfectly understood. 
Hence, if it is a fact that the new Secre- 
tary of State is one of his protégés, the 
American papers will not be slow to 
mention it. Probably the rumour is in- 
correct, and the fact may be that, as an 
advocate of Irish independence, and, there- 
fore, in a sense the holder of anti-British 
views, Mr. Colby has had the misfortune 
to incur Mr. Hearst's approval. In any 
event, it must be feared that the replace- 
ment of Mr. Lansing has involved danger 
to Anglo-American good relations. With 
President Wilson in his present mood, the 
Allied statesmen must walk circumspectly 
if they wish to preserve those good rela- 
tions intact. 


Butter and Cheese. 


" The Government favours the permanent 
control of food prices and of shipments of 
food from foreign parts. Therefore, its 
sanctjon is expected—or, at any rate, in- 
vited—for the creation of a trast which 
seeks to control the import to Great Britain 
of butter and cheese from all foreign 
countries and from the Dominions. The 
proposed “ Butter and Cheese Associa- 
tion of Great Britain ' asks for a charter 
that would give it a monopoly for -two 
years—which period, it is suggested, might 
be extended by the Ministry of Food. Ire- 
land has a serious and intimate concern in 
this project. A memorandum on the 
Association's constitution contains the 
following clause: “ There shall be no re- 
presentative of Irish traders in the 
Association for the time being.” Express 
provision is made, however, for represen- 
tatives of the Dominions. The Association 
proposes to be the sole importer of 
butter and cheese to Great Britain, 
and to be, “* except as may be 
otharwise determined by the Food 
Cotroller or other Government depart- 
ment, the sole purchaser of imported 
supplies, including Irish supplies, for 
Great Britain.” In other words, this trust 
seéks power to handle, if not all, at least 
the bulk, of Ireland’s exports of butter and 
cheese, at prices fixed by itself. If it gets 
its charter, we shall be forced to trade 
with Great Britain through this single 
channel, and the prices of our wares will 
be fixed by: a body from which 
Irish representation is to be excluded 
carefully and |deliberately. The Asso- 
ciation, however, does not challenge 
the right of English, Scottish, and Welsh 
farmers to sell their butter and cheese in 
free markets. Thus, under the proposed 
charter, a situation might arise in which 
Irish ‘farmers would be compelled to sell 
their butter on the same grossly unfair 
terms on which they are now forced to sell 
their flax: The project demands the 
instant attention of the Department of 
Agriculture and of all our farmers’ unions 
and co-operative societies. The Associa- 
tion must go to Parliament for its charter, 
and the Irish members should insist on a 
full explanation of its motives and methods 
and of thé sinister clause which gives to 
the Dominions, but withholds from Ire- 
land, representation on the price-fixing 
tribunal. If and when Sinn Fein gets its 
Republic, Great Britain will be fully en- | 
titled to treat Ireland as a foreign country 
—with results of which the Association’s 
plan is a clear forewarning. To-day. how- 
ever, Ireiand is a part of the United King- 
dom, and, while she so remains, no man 
or body of men is entitled to filch from her 
the rights and privileges of that status.

February’s Farewell. 


Yesterday has two claims to distinction 
over the average day that vanishes, swiftly 
and unremembered, into the deeps of 
time. It was a 29th February, which we 
shall not see again for another four years : 
and, in the way of weather, it was a 
glorious eccentricity. Woman's “ Leap 
Year” privilege expired last night. Some 
people thought that, as a result of the 
emancipating tendency of war conditions. 
many women would take advantage of it 
in the present year. We should be sur- 
prised to learn, however, that even one 
woman in these islands is a fiancée to-day 
on her own direct initiative. No woman, we 
may hope, would propose to a man who 
was not willing to marry her; and, when 
the man is willing, the woman always 
knows it and always can contrive to make 
him do the proposing. It is quite possible, 
however, that many engagements were 
precipitated yesterday by the weather 
which gilded declining winter with high 
summer's warmth and sunshine. The only 
shadow on a perfect day was cast by the 
doubt that May weather in February was 
too good to be true, and that there was 
“a catch somewhere.” When March comes 
in like a lamb we always suspect him of 
an intention to go out like a lion.

The Political rrespondent of the 
Sunday Pictorial makes the followimg 
statement to-day, a statement which is 
given a prominent position: “I have 
authority which I believe to be absolutely 
reliable for stating that the leaders of 
the Sinn Fetn movement in Ireland are 
prepared to accept a solution of the Home 
Rule problem on Dominion lines for 
twenty-six out of the thirty-two counties, 
and that, to secure such a solution, they 
are prepared to concede to Ulster not 
merely the four counties of Antrim, 
Armagh, Down, and Derry, which the 
Nationalists were prepared to concede, but 
also the two disputed counties of Fer- 
managh and Tyrone, This declaration 
wlil probably come as a startling surprise 
to the great majority of those Peg war: 
been studying the Irish problem, and have 
almost given it up as hopeless. But things 
have been moving behind the scenes. There 
have been private conferences in which 
not a few men of experience have taken 
part, and this is the outcome. Hitherto 
it has been supposed that Sinn Fein was 
obdurate, and would accept no solution 
except contplete separation, the setting up 
of an Irish Republic, and the complete 
unity of the country. Whatever may have 
been the case until. recently, I have good 
reason for stating that present opinion is 
definitely inclined towards a settlement.” 
Mr. Asquith is to be made much of 
when he returns to the House to-morrow. 
He will be introduced by Sir Donald 
Maclean and the Opposition Liberals’ 
Whip, Mr. Thorne. hen he will be in- 
vited to assume the leadership of the 
party, and in the evening he is to be enter- 
tained at dinner by the members of the 
party and be called upon for a speech. 
Mr. Asquith will. be provided with a 
private room for his own use as leader of 
the Liberal Opposition, a privilege that 
Sir Donald Maclean will have to sur- 
render. 

A triumphant progress to the House of 
Commons for Mr. Asquith is being most 
carefully engineered, and the newspapers 
to-day contain the intimation that the ex- 
Prime Minister will leave his house in 
Cavendish square about 3.30 and proceed 
to the’ House by way of Trafalgar square 
and Whitehall. He is to be accompanied 
by Mrs. Asquith, Lady Bonham-Carter. 
Princess Bibesco, Mr. Vivian Phillips, and 
Mr, MacNair. It is hoped, apparently, 
that Trafalgar’ square and Whitehall will 
be crowded with people anxious to cheer 
the renewed hope of the free Liberal 
Party. 

Poor France is being sorely stricken by 
some of her own people, and it seems to- 
day that she is standing on the threshold 
of a tremendous crisis, with consequences 
that nobody can yet foresee, It is almost 
certain that to-morrow will see a call for 
a general strike sent out by the 
Syndicalists, and that the workers of al! 
the essential services will be involved. 
In fact, France is faced with a kind of 
civil war, for it is the Government, elected 
by all the people, against the Genera) 
Federation of Labour, elected by part of 
the people. The Government seems to be 
taking a strong line, and has ordered the 
arrest of — who are inciting to 
rebellion and pillage. The struggles of 
France to conquer the terror within her 
gates will be watched with sympathetic 
interest on this side of the English 
Channel. 

The war tax inquiry is expected to take 
about three méfihs, so that the report can- 
not be in time for the Budget. If the Com- 
mittee reports in favour of the tax, how- 
ever, there will be no opportunity for 
spendthrift or unpatriotic 'ople to get rid 
of their surplus war wealth. The tax will 
be levied, if levied at all, on the difference 
between the wealth of a person from June 
1914, to June, 1918. And, if the differ. 
ence has since been squandered, the obliga- 
tion to pay the tax will remain as a burden 
upon income. The question of the possi- 
bility of taxing munition businesses, and 
other undertakings which have put their 
increased capital into bricks and mortar 
will also be considered later on.

OIL IN GREAT BRITAIN.

SLIGO, LEITRIM, AND NORTHERN
